TROUBLESOME INDIANS. 


They are Excited Over the Coming of 


the lew Messiah. 


SETTLERS FEAR A>' OUTBREAK. 


Interview w ith 
an Apostle W ho 
Claim s to Have Seen the 
Great Being. 


[SPKCIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION. J 


M as d a n (N. D ), November 17th.—Super­ 
intendent Green at Riverside ranch, whose 
range is Dear the Sioux Reservation, came 
in this morning. 
He says the Indians are 
comiDg north and are well armed and act­ 
ing in an untrieDdly m anner. A number 
of Indians are armed with two guns each 
and they have plenty of am m unition. 
Thev passed through town, presumably to 
stir 'up the Indians on the reservations 
north. Settlers are coming in from the 
south, begging the citizens to stir up the 
authorities at W ashington 
to 
action. 
Enough Indians are traveling about this 
section to run off all the cattle and kill half 
the settlers in the country. 
A friendly Indian brings a warning from 
the Sioux Reservation. H e says the great­ 
est danger is here. The Indians propose to 
attack Fort Abraham Lincoln, knowing 
there are but fifty soldiers there, and then 
capture Mandan, massacre the citizens and 
burn the town. The greatest alarm pre­ 
vails among the people. It is reported the 
Indian police at Standing Rock have tom 
off their badges and revolted. 


MEASURES TA K ES TO STOP ANY OUTBREAK 
C hicago, November 17th.—General Miles, 
accompanied by Colonel Corbin, returned 
this morning from St. Louis, where he yes 
terday bad a consultation with Secretary of 
W ar Proctor concerning the alleged Indian 
trouble in the Northwest. 
Colonel Corbin said to-day that there is 
no doubt that if the Indians were to decide 
upon an outbreak thev couid do much 
harm . They have an abundance of rifles 
and am m unition, plenty of horses and 
large supplies of meat, but winter is com­ 
ing on. aud the officers do not think there 
is any im mediate danger of an ouibreak. 
CofoDel Corbin said that the stories of the 
evacuation of districts by the settlers in 
North Dakota are overdrawn. 
There may 
be some timid residents, who, fearing the 
redskins, may have left their homes, but the 
stories of wholesale evacuations are abso­ 
lutely without foundation. 
“ We have made.” he said, “a careful esti­ 
mate of the num ber affected by the Messiah 
craze, and there are in all not to exceed 
30,000 Indians. Of this number, perhaps, 
one-fifth are able-bodied warriors and one- 
half, or 15.000, could bear arms. Such a 
body, of course, could do much harm if 
their movements were not properly ar­ 
rested, but we have taken measures to in­ 
tercept any outbreak.” 


THE NEW MESSIAH. 
C hicago, November 171h .—General Miles 
has received from tbe Post A djutant at 
Fort Custer, Montana, a report of Lieuten­ 
ant Robertson, who carefully investigated 
the new religious craze at the Cheyenne 
Agency. H ts talks were principally with 
Porcupine, the apostle of the new religion 
among the 
Cheyennes, and 
with 
Big 
Beaver, who accompanied Porcupine on 
his visit to the new Christ at W alker Lake, 
Nevada, last year. 
Porcupine told him that there were sev­ 
eral hundred Indians at W alker Lake at 
the time, including representatives of the 
Cheyennes, Sioux, Arapahoes, Gros Ven­ 
tres’Utes, Navajees. Sheep Eater Bannacks 
and other tribes he did not know. 
He (Porcupine) first heard of this new 
Christ at the Arapahoe Agency, W y o , 
where he and some other Cheyeunes vis­ 
ited last fall. An Araphhoe had been to 
the southwestern country in 1883, and told 
-them about it. PorcupiDe and others were 
much interested, and determined to s«e 
this new Messiah. They went from point 
to point, traveling sometimes by railroad 
and sometimes by ponies or wagons. 
Porcupine insisted that the teachings of 
the new Christ were in the interests of 
peace and good order and industry on the 
part of the Indians. 
Lieutenant Robertson asked him how it 
was, then, that certain Indian tribes had 
made this new doctrine a basis for neglect­ 
ing their crops, indulging in demoralizing 
dances and even disorder. 
Porcupine replied that nearly all the In ­ 
dians who had gone to hear the new Christ 
with him bad gone hoping to hear him 
preach some incendiary doctrines. They 
were disappointed at hearing that the new 
creed required them to simply work and 
behave themselves, and concluded on their 
reiurn home not to relate strictly what had 
been told them, but to preach doctrines 
more agreeable to the Indians. 
"These m en,” said Porcupine to the 
Lieutenant, "are all liars, and they are re­ 
sponsible for any trouble that occurs, not 
tbe new Messiah.” 
Porcupine cited one case in point of a 
Sioux warrior whom he heard of, but did 
not know. This man preached that the 
new Christ told them that a belief in his 
religion gave the Indians a charmed life. 
From these arose the insolence and trouble. 
Lieu’.enant 
Robertson obtained from 
Henrv Reed, an Arapahoe interpreter and 
an 
intelligent 
half-breed, 
information 
which, if true, would establish the identity 
of the new Messiah. 
Reed says he is a 
Pah-Ute Indian named John Johnson. He 
is very intelligent, but not an educated 
man. This mau lives on the W alker Lake 
Reservation, where the other Indians claim 
to have seen the new Christ. 
Reed reported that the Arapahoes were 
much excited over the doctrine, and that 
m any of them have even torn down their 
houses and sold the logs. 
Reed says the 
Agent and Indian police have entirely lost 
control over them. 
From all Lieutenant Robertson could 
learn. Porcupine's influence has been con­ 
stantly exerted for good, and in lien of 
what he claimed the new Messiah told 
him in counterdistinction of the preach­ 
ings of other redskin missionaries. 
Appended to the Lieutenant’s statem ent 
is a statem ent of Porcupine, as w rit'en 
down by Robertson, with the aid of an in­ 
terpreter. 
It is lengthy, describing in de­ 
tail how he first heard"of the new Christ, 
and the various 9tsges of the journey he 
and companions took to meet him. 
H e said the people at the point where 
the new Christ was seemed all good peo­ 
ple. although of m any tribes. There was 
no fighting or drinking. The chiefs of the 
Homer tribe brought word from the Mes­ 
siah to remain fourteen days in camp, 
when he would come to see them. 
He 
sent them eomethicg to eat like a big white 
nut. 
Finally one morning hundreds of people 
gathered’ near the W alker's Lake Agency 
in a great ring, and just before sundown 
more people came dressed in white men's 
clothes, although mostly Indians, and tbe 
Christ w.as with them. 
He was not so 
dark as an Indian nor so light as a white

H e had no beard, bnt very heavy 
eyebrows. 
H e was dressed like a white 
man, excepting he had on moccasins. 
He 
commenced our dance, everybody joiniBg 
in and the Christ singing. We danced tili 
late at night, when he told ns we had 
enough. 
“I heard that the Christ had been cruci­ 
fied,” said Porcupine, "and I saw a scar on 
this m an’s wrist and on his face. 
The 
next evening we assembled again. He 
sung, then trembled violently, and then 
lay down apparent!" 
dead,’ while 
we 
danced all nigfit. Next morning he sat 
down among us and talked wiih us, say­ 
ing : 
'I am the man who made everything 
you see around you. 
I have been to 
heaven and seen your dead friends, and 
have seen my own father and mother. In 
the beginning, after God made the earth, 
they sent me back to teach the people, but 
the people were afraid of me, and treated 
me badly. This is what they did to me 
(showing his scars). I found that my chil­ 
dren were bad, so I went back to heaven 
and left them . I told them that in so many 
hundred years I would come back to see 
them . My Father told me the earth was 
gettipg old and worn out, a:id the people 
getting bad, and that I was to renew every­ 
thing as it used to be, and make it better.’ ” 
Porcupine added that the Christ said all 
the dead were to be resurrected; that they 
were all to come back to the earth, and 
that if it was too small for all now, he 
would do away with Heaven and make the 
earth itself enough to contain all. 
He 
spoke to us about fighting, and said that 
was bad, and that we must keep from it; 
that the earth was to be ail good hereafter; 
that we m ust be friends with one another. 
He told us not to quarrel or strike, or fight, 
or shoot one another; that the whites and 
Indians were to be all one people. 
He said 
that if any man disobeyed what he or­ 
dered, his tribe would be wiped from the 
face of the earth. 
We must believe every­ 
thing he said ; that he would know our 
thoughts and actions, no m atter in what 
part of the world we might be. 
“I thought 
all he said was good,” added Porcupine. 
“WThen I got back I knew my people were 
bad and had heard nothing of all this, so I 
got them together and told them of it and 
warned them to listen for their own good. 
I told them just what I have told you here 
to-day. If you think I am not telling the 
truth, you can go and see the man your­ 
self. 
I will go with you, and I would like 
some ot my people who doubt to go, too. 
The Christ talked to us all in our respect­ 
ive tongues. 
You can see him in your 
sleep any time you want after you have 
once met and shaken hands wiih him .” 
Lieutenant Robertson partially corrobo­ 
rated the story that the Pah-Ute John is 
the Messiah referred to. 
H e says that 
Reed told him John has tattoo marks on 
his wrists, and that he is quite wealthy in 
horses and cattle. 


NO OCCASION FOR ALARM. 
H u ro n (S. D.), November 17th.—Genera! 
Ruger, Commander of the Departm ent of 
Dakota, has arrived from a visit to the 
various posts. 
He reports having found 
most of the Indians quiet, and there is no 
occasion for alarm. 
There existed some 
undue excitement among the Sioux at Pine 
Ridge. 
“The late dances,” General Ruger said, 
"increased the excitement. 
There seems 
to be more uneasiness at Pine Ridge than 
any other of the agencies. Should the In ­ 
dians continue to carry on the dances and 
the Messiah craze, it may be necessary for 
the m ilitary to give attention to Pine 
Ridge, though I hope this will not be 
necessary.” 


GENERAL MILES INTERVIEW ED. 
C hicago, November 17ih.—General Miles 
was questioned in person this evening, and 
said in part: 
“It would be unwise to say 
anything at this time. 
Anything I might 
say would be telegraphed ai! over the 
country, and to-morrow would be in the 
Indian"camp. 
I have nothiDg to say now, 
beyond the fact that there is reason for 
grave apprehension of trouble with the 
Indians of tlie plains between the Missouri 
river and the mountains. It is serious 
among all the different Sioux camps, n u m ­ 
bering 27,000 men, Arapahoes, CheyenDes, 
Shoshones and Comanches.” 
“Can you say anything of your consulta­ 
tion with Secretary Proctor?" 
“Certainly not; that is just the m atter 
about which it would be most imprudent- 
to speak.” 


INDIANS ARMED TO THE TEETH. 
M in n eap o lis, November 17ih.—A 
Tri­ 
bune Mandan, N. D., special says : Settlers 
from every direction come in reporting in ­ 
sults received from depredating bands of 
Indians armed to the teeth. The citizens at 
Mandan have practically no arms and are 
helpless. D aring the day the entire com­ 
m unity was terrorized. 
A settler from Androm comes from ten 
miles out of town, and states that six In ­ 
dians camped near his ranch this m o r n i D g . 
He told them to be careful of fire. 
They 
told him to mind his own business and 
tapped their guns. 
The same fellow this afternoon told a 
friendly Sicux who lives here that they 
belong to the arm y of the Messiah, and 
were going down to take Fort Lincoln, and 
burn and pillage Mandan and kill the in­ 
habitants. 
They said the Messiah will lead 
the arm y. They do not expect to go out 
until spring, but when the Messiah says go 
they will go, even if in the depth of winter. 
These and other Indians traveling through 
the country are armed in an extraordinary 
way, and loaded down with am m unition. 
Nothing but the im mediate appearance of 
the iroops will prevent an uprising, in the 
judgm ent of old Indian soldiers. 
A num ­ 
ber of women and children left to-night for 
Bismarck and other points east of the Mis­ 
souri. 


TROOPS IN READINESS. 
C h ey en n e (W yo.), Noverqber 17th.—A 
special to the JVeios says: Tbe Command­ 
ant at Fort Russell received orders this 
evening to leave seven companies of in­ 
fantry under orders to move at a moment's 
notice.

N e w Y o r k , November 17th.—The stock 
m arket to-day, atrer having time to recover 
from the scare of Saturday, was much less 
active than for any day during the past two 
weeks, and the evident return to confidence 
caused a slow but material advance in 
values along tbe line. 
Notwithstanding 
the fact, there was a great irregularity and 
feverishness throughout the entire day. 
There were two more failures announced, 
both due to the shrinkace in values, but 
they had but slight effect. To-day's de­ 
velopments show 
Conclusively that the 
market for a long tim e has been largely 
oversold, and bids aDd ostensible purchases 
were made by the bears when a num ber of 
stocks called for could not be obtained in 
the m arket. 
The general opinion seems to be that it 
is now only a question with the investors 
of getting "stocks at the present prices, as 
the feeling of insecurity has almost sub­ 
sided and improvement may now be looked 
for on a sound basis. 


BANK FAILURE. 
New Y'obk, November 17th.—Randall Á 
W ierum, brokers, have suspended. The 
failure had no effect on the m arket. 
It is 
now steady with the general list well held 
at small fractions above the opening fig­ 
ures. 
W ierum states that the engagements of 
the firm are very small. H e expects an 
early adjustment. 
The suspension W3S a great surprise to 
the street. The failure is said by friends of 
the firm to be due mainly to P^ndall’s 
physical inability to be on the floor of the 
Exchange. 
It is understood that arrange­ 
ments nave been perfected to re-establish 
the house at an early day.

VIEW OF THE SITUATION. 
New Y 'ork, November 14th.—The Post 
says: 
A private cablegram from a promi­ 
nent conservative banking house at Lon­ 
don, this morning, reports the condition of 
affairs there as having greatly improved. 
Special inquiry in regard to any other 
house than the BariDg Brothers being in 
trouble brings the reply that no other 
house is even being talked about. Early 
London prices tor American stocks were 
higher, and the revival in confidence was 
very marked. In Berlin the whole finan­ 
cial situation ail the past week has been 
easy and quiet compared with the London 
shrinkage of capital. In the cases of brok­ 
erage firms the speculations in stocks in 
the past week placed many of the smaller 
firms in such positions that they cannot go 
on. Two of these suspensions were an­ 
nounced on the Stock Exchange this m orn­ 
ing. Possibly the total liabilities of both 
may not exceed $200,000. 
Á special from London says : The Bar­ 
ings declare their financial position sound 
now, as the banks have guaranteed three 
years support to it. Tbe firm will realize 
’£4.000,000 surplus. They now hold £8,­ 
000,000 of the best commercial paper in the 
world 
Their total liability is £21,000,000. 
It is conceded while they were embarrassed 
by steady depression in Argentines to a 
considerable extent, the principal and pre­ 
cipitating canse of their trouble was Russia’s 
withdrawal of £5,000.000 from the firm’s 
accounts.

Jones Company's News Agency has 
the following Boston special: We can state 
on anthority that the Barings don't own 
any of the consolidated mortgage fours or 
income Atchison bonds. The holdings of 
their American correspondents of these 
securities are trifling. The last of the Bar­ 
ings' Atchison bonds were sold about two 
weíks ago and some time previously.

House. ‘ Tbe officers of the bank would 
not talk on the subject, and President Lap- 
pan, of the Clearing House, would not 
deny or affirm the rumor. 
It was said by several brokers that the 
M anhattan Bank was in a perfectly sound 
condition, and the borrowed million was 
for the use of several of the bank’s cus­ 
tomers, who gave gilt-edge security for the 
same. 
This evening State Superintendent of 
Banking Preston said it was definitely de­ 
cided that the North River Bank wouid 
not resume.

ESTIMATES 
FOR 
NAVY YARDS. 


Trustee McLaughlin is worthy of the 
support and commendation of the people 
in his determination to remove quasi-per­ 
manent obstructions from the sidewalks. 
Any effort to thwart the action the Trus­ 
tee will take in this matter that is in line 
with his duty will be opposed to the best 
interests of the community. 
In no well 
regulated municipality is it permitted that 
the walk-ways reserved for common use of 
the people shall be shorn of their width by 
such obstructions. 
The owner of property along which 
walk-ways run has not a scintilla of title 
to the realty in the walk-way. 
H e has no 
more right to rent out privileges beyond 
the metes and bounds called for by his 
deed, than he has to derive revenue from 
leases he might make for use of the public 
squares. 
Yet there are citizens owning 
property who rent to others the ‘‘right” to 
maintain bootblack stands, fruit booths and 
chop-houses upon the sidewalks. 
If 
is replied that the owner of the property 
pays for the construction of the sidewalk 
and therefore may exercise a quasi owner­ 
ship over it, it may well be replied that he 
also pays for paving the street, and there­ 
fore has a right to lease out the public 
highway for private uses. 
The people 
themselves established the system of assess­ 
ing the cost of street work and sidewalk 
construction against the contiguous prop­ 
erty. 
We have always believed that a 
wiser system would be one making all 
such work general public cost, precisely as 
is street lightning, street sprinkling, street 
repairs, policing of the city, etc. 
But these business booths erected upon 
the sidewalks are nuisances. 
They im­ 
pede the free passage of pedestrians; they 
are unsightly; they are in the worst possi­ 
ble taste, aud permitting them to remain 
confesses a title in the owner ot contigu­ 
ous property that does not and should not 
exist. 
In many instances these stands and 
other quasi-permanent obstructions, when 
their customers are in front of them, really 
occupy half or more than half of the walk­ 
way. 
If a restaurant and a bootblack 
stand may he set up on the sidewalk, why 
not a butcher shop, a fat-trying establish­ 
ment, a tin shop, a fish stall, or even the 
noisy business of a boilermaker ? 
The 
“right” of the property-owner is fully as 
great in one of these cases as in another. 
The Board of Trustees properly passed 
a recent ordinance prohibiting these ob­ 
structions. 
It is the law, and Street Com­ 
missioner McLaughlin in proposing to en­ 
force it is doing his duty and should have 
the backing that sympathy and commen­ 
dation give. 
If, as some claim, it is a bad 
law, then the surest and speediest way to 
secure its repeal is to enforce it rigidly. 
But it is a wise provision and therefore 
should be carried out and made effective. 
It does not, in any respect, interfere with 
any man’s business; it puts all on an equal­ 
ity, on the contrary, and conserves busi­ 
ness by making the streets and walks more 
desirable for pedestrians; 
it contributes 
to the general good hv the improved ap­ 
pearance of the streets, and the removal of 
objects that are nuisances to a great ma­ 
jority of the people and offenses to good 
taste. 


P a r n e l l , say the English dispatches 
has become involved in a scandal case, and 
must, therefore, retire from the leadership 
of the Irish party. 
It may be to our 
shame to confess it, hut it is probably true 
that the amours of an American politician 
would not greatly affect his standing as a 
leader. But in England the Conservatives 
have moral standards for their foremost men 
that must be lived up to. 
They expect 
leaders to he morally clean men, and if the 
English did tolerate the scandalous in­ 
trigue in which Lord Nelson indulged, his 
day is not this day, and what may have 
crippled him hut little politically, in this 
end of the century serves to retire the 
English politician. 
All which is a lesson 
we may take frotu the mother country, 
and to our profit. 


Now comes a Zanzibar attache of Stan­ 
ley's rear guard who affirms the story 
about Jamieson and the cannibals, and 
Barttelot’s cruelty and arrogant conduct. 
All the developments thus far sustain 
Stanley’s charges. 
Mrs. Jamieson’s story 
of her husband’s connection with the can­ 
nibals’ exhibition, so far from exculpating 
him and clearing his memory, tends to 
cloud it. 
It makes simply an issue as to 
whether Jamieson bought a girl slave for 
six handkerchiefs, to be sacrificed by can­ 
nibals, or whether he bet with Tipoo Tib 
the six handkerchiefs that a cannibal feast 
was not about to take place. 
In either 
case the,price was paid, and the girl was 
butchered, with Jamieson as a non-pro­ 
testing witness.

W a s h in g t o n . 
November 
17th. — The 
financial condition in 1890 of 858 cities and 
large towns is shown in bulletin No. 14, 
issued to-day by the Census Office. W ithin 
a few days a supplemental bulletin will be 
issued, showing some facts in relation to 
the rem aining cities of this size. 
This, 
with the one published to-day, will repre­ 
sent ninety-five per cent, of the municipal 
debts of the United States. 
The general results for the 858 cities and 
towns considered are as follow s: 
The 
bonded debt for 1890 shows an increase of 
eight per cent, compared with 1S80. On 
the other hand, the floating debt decreased 
seventeen per cent. The increase in the 
total debt in ten years is seven per cent. 
The am ount invested in sinking funds in ­ 
creased twenty-eight per cent. Cash in 
the Treasury increased eighty-one per 
cent., and the total available resources in­ 
creased fifty per cent, since 1880. 
The exhibit, as a whole, is a most satis­ 
factory aud gratifying one. 
During the 
last ten years the 858 cities and towns rep­ 
resented in the returns, by reducing their 
debt or increasing their resources, have bet­ 
tered their condition financially to the 
am ount of $400,777,019. 
The Southern cities and town increased 
their debts by $3 577.348, but increased 
their resources by $420,657. Their net in­ 
crease in debt is $3 156.651. 
The W estern cities and towns, like the 
Southern, have increased both debts and re­ 
sources. The increase in debts amount to 
$12,656,078, and resources $11,531,685. Net 
increase of debt, $1,124,393. 
The cities and towns considered in the 
Territories increased their debts by $50,577, 
and increased their resources by $3,000, a 
net increase of $47,577. 
An interesting comparison of the annual 
interest charges of the different sections of 
the country is made. In the Southern 
States the rate has increased from -1 91 in 
1880 to 5 56 per cent, in 1890. 
In the W estern States they decreased 
from 5 78 to 5 50 per cent.; in the T erri­ 
tories from 15.82 to 9 08/a decrease of 8 72 
per cent. General average for the United 
States has fallen from 5.41 per cent, in 1880 
to 4 63 per cent, in 1890, a decrease of 0.78 
per cent. 
The following municipalities have re­ 
sources in excess of debt: California—Eu­ 
reka, Napa City, Oakland and Santa Rosa. 
Thirteen States have increased their debt 
in ten years, while four States show a de­ 
crease, the largest decrease being that of 
California, represented by 47 per cent. 
The bonded debt of fifteen California 
cities was $5,842,115 in 1888, and is $3,899,­ 
500 in 1890, a decrease of $1,942,615. Tt>e 
floating debt of the fifteen California cities 
was $39 803 in 1880, and is $24,896 in 1890, 
a decrease of $14,907. The total debt of the 
same fifteen cities was $5,811,918 in 1880, 
and is $3,924,396 in 1890, a decrease of $1,­ 
957,522. 
The sinking fund in 1880 was 
$1.139,865, and in 1890 was $1,046,123, a de­ 
crease of $93,742. 
Cash in the treasury in 
the same cities in 
1880, $135,468; 1890, 
$584,825, an increase of $449,357. 
The 
available resources in the same cities were 
$1,275,333 in 1880, and $1,630,948 in 1S90, 
an increase of $355,615. The debt in ex­ 
cess of the resources in the same cities wa3 
$4 680,693 in 1880. and $2,472,844 in 1890, a 
decrease of $2,207,849. Resources in excess 
of debts, $74,108 in 1880, and $179 396 in 
1S90, an increase of $105 288. A nnual in­ 
terest charge in 1880, $350,016. and in 1890, 
$232.265, a decrease of $117,751. 


A LA SK A T E R R IT O R Y . 


R e p o rt o f th e S p ecial A g e n t o f th e T re a s ­ 
u ry on I ts C o n d itio n . 
W a sh in g to n. November 17th.—Professor 
H enry W. Elliott, Special Agent of the 
Treasury Department to visit Alaska and 
report upon the condition of seals there, is 
again in the city. H e confirms the state­ 
ments heretofore made by other parties, 
and says that not more than 20.000 animals 
were captured the past season. The Seere 
tarv of the Treasury had allowed a limit of 
60,000, as against 100,000 taken last year. 
The seals, he says, are on the verge of 
extermination, and it was a statem ent to 
this effect by the English firm of Lampsons 
that caused such a rise in the price of furs. 
Professor Elliott thinks the Government 
will have to take steps to join with Eng­ 
land in an effort to stop the killing of 
seals for some seasons to come, in order 
that the animals mav rest undisturbed for 
a few seasons. 
He says in relation to gold m ining that 
none of the mines are doing anything save 
the Treadwell mine, near Juneau. The 
population is increasing very slowly. There 
are probably not more than 12 000 whites 
in the Territory, unless those engaged in 
the salmon canning trade be counted, and 
they simply go np there every sum mer and 
return in the fall. 


R E V E N U E M A R IN E . 


N ew V essels N eed e d a t th e P rin c ip a l 
P o rts o f E n try . 
W a sh in g to n. November 17th.—Captain 
Shephard, Chief of the Revenue Marine 
Division, reports that duriug the last fiscal 
year the thirty-six vessels in commission 
traversed 
288,112 
nautical miles, and 
boarded and examined 23,161 vessels, of 
which 915 incurred fines and penalties 
am onnting to $396.016. 
Eighty distressed 
vessels were assisted, the value of which, 
with the cargoes, was $2 500,000. 
Forty- 
three persons were rescued from drowning 
and 811 assisted in other ways. Tne ex­ 
penditures were $937,033. 
The report says that several new vessels 
are required for the proper maintenance of 
the service. The rapidly increasing com­ 
merce at the noris of Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Chicago and San Francisco 
demand new steamers of moderate cost 
furnished at each of these ports within the 
next two years to replace vessels nearly 
worn out and not suitable for service. The 
greatly increased work required on the Pa­ 
cific coast makes another vessel for duty at 
that station absolutely necessary.

follows; 
Yard improvements, $1,161,718; 
repairs and preservation. $350,000; gen­

$300,000;

$40,000; civil establishment, $64,311; naval 
home, $78,295 ; support of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, $12 430. 
Total, $2 006,­ 
755. 
These estimates are reduced from a total 
of $4 692,396 subm itted by the comm and­ 
ants of the different yards. 
No estimates 
are submitted for the Peusacola yards, 
pending a decision as to the location of the 
gulf navy-yard. 
The larger estimates for the Mare Island 
Navy-Yard are $20.000 for a gate-house and 
gate, $25,000 for quay walls, and $25,000 
for an artesian well. *

SCiTIM’S SL&TEK. 


FREDIANI. THE LIME 
PEDDLEB, 
THE POLICE COURT. 
IN 


E x am in atio n on th e C harge of M urder— 
T rouble w ith th e In te rp re te rs —A 
V igorous C ro ss-E x am in atio n . 


The prelim inary exam ination of Odvardo 
Frediani, the aged Italian liaie peddler, 
who on the 4:h instant stabbed and killed 
Guiseppe Scatina at the corner of Second 
and L streets, was commenced before 
Police Judge Buckley yesterday. 
Frediani occupied a seat beside his attor­ 
ney, Grove L. Johnson, and did not appear 
to be much interested in the proceedings. 
H e speaks very poor English a D d appears 
to be quite feeble. 
City Attorney E. C. H art conducted the 
prosecution. 
Police officers A rlington and W agner 
were first put on the s’,and, to give the de­ 
tails of FrediaDi’s capture and arrest, two 
days after the cutting. The testimony of 
each was identical. After searching vainly 
for two days, they were informed by an 
Italian, named Paladini, that Fiediani 
was hiding in a honse on Second street, 
between Q. and R . 
Summoning special 
officer McLaughlin to their assistance, 
the officers surrounded the bouse. 
A rling- 
ton, accompanied by Paladini, went inside 
and inquired for Frediani, but the parties 
living in the honse stated that he was not 
there. They went out the back-door and 
joined McLaughlin and W agner in the 
yard. Thev stood there conversing for a 
moment, when suddenly they beard some 
one drop to the ground from cne of the 
first-story windows. 
Running to the spot, 
the officers found that Frediani was the 
person who had left the house by the win­ 
dow route. He submitted quietly to the 
arrest. 
Police Captain Lee was next called. He 
testified that he interviewed Frediani at the 
police station after he fiad been brought in. 
The prisoner admitted that he had done the 
cutting, bnt claimed that Scatina had struck 
and kicked him first. The prisoner also 
said that he had lost the knife with which 
the cutting was doae, but described it as an 
ordinary pocket-knife. 
The prosecution now wanted to put some 
Italian witnesses to the killing on the 
stand, but it was found that an interpreter 
was necessary, and there was none avail­ 
able. 
After a consultation both sides 
agreed on a Mr. Rafetto, and an officer was 
sent after that gentleman. It was nearly 
half an hour before Mr. Rafetto arrived, 
and when he did, he declared his inability 
to serve. 
A recess was then taken until 1:30 o’clock 
in order that another interpreter might be 
secured. 
In the afternoon an interpreter named 
Grondona was on hand. H e is a native 
son it appears, but of Italian parents. 
He 
talks English fluently, bnt according to the 
statem ents of prom inent Italians present, 
was not a howling success in the Italian 
tongue. 
However, he was the best that could be 
obtained, and the case proceeded. 
Louis Galli, an Italian who works at the 
freight sheds, and who could not speak 
English, was called to the witness stand. 
After being sworn he stated that he was an 
eve-witness to the killing of Scatina. 
“I know the defendant,” he said, “and I 
knew the deceased. 
I saw them both 
twice on election day—the first time about 
noon, and again in the evening. I was 
m aking wine in the cellar of the Garibaldi 
House about noon, when Scatina passed 
through the alley and Frediani met him, 
but there was no trouble then. In the 
evening, however, I saw them again, in 
front of the saloon on the corner of Second 
and L streets. 
I was conversing with 
Scatina and a man named Bianchini at 
that corner, when Frediani walked up, and, 
addressing Scatina, said, ‘I want you to 
pay me that money.’ Scatina replied that 
he did not owe him any money, and told 
him to go away. Frediani persisted, and 
Scatina said : ‘It has been over a year and 
a half since I sold out, and 1 don’t want to 
be bothered any more abont it. Go to my 
old partner and ask him for the money.’ 
Frediani said: ‘No, I won’t; I want the 
money from you.’ Scatina told him to go 
away, and waved his hand at him . Fre­ 
diani then began to abuse the deceased, 
saying that he came from a bad family, and 
such things. Scatina said, 'Don’t you talk 
about iuv family, or I'll break your face.’ 
Frediani said in reply, 'You gave m ea kick 
to-day, but you’ll give me no more.’ 
"Im m ediately after saying this I saw the 
defendant strike Scatina twice on the left 
side. 
I did not see any knife in Frediani’s 
hand, but I knew right away that Scatina 
had been cut. Frediani walked up to the 
Garibaldi after doing the cutting and Bi­ 
anchini and icalletl to Mr. Gabrielli tohelp 
us take Scatina to a doctor's office. 
After 
we had taken Scatina to the doctor's I went 
back to the Garibaldi House, and meeting 
Frediana, 
said, ‘Old 
man, 
ain’t 
you 
ashamed to strike an old roan in that 
way?’ 
H e said quietly,'I ate my bread, 
and there’s more for you if yon wish it.’ ” 
Mr. H art wanted the witness to state 
what he believed Frediani meant by that 
rem ark, bnt attorney Johnson objected 
strenuously. After a lengthy debate, Judge 
Buckley finally allowed the question. 
"I supposed,’’ said the witness, "that he 
meant that he would also stab me.” 
The cross-examination of this witness by 
Mr. Johnson occupied the remainder of the 
afternoon session. The attorney went over 
the entire life of the witness with him, and 
compelled him to relate where he had spent 
every year of his life up to the present 
time. Coming down to the story of the 
witness, with reference to the killing, Mr. 
Johnson clung to the details of time, place, 
position, etc , with a tenacity that rattled 
the witness considerably. Galli had stated 
in his direct examination that there were 
no others in the immediate vicinity of the 
killing besides hituself anil 
Bianchini. 
Mr. Johnson adroitly made him repeat this 
over and over so as to make a sure thing of 
it, and, then, producing the transcript of 
Galli’s testimony taken at the Coroner’s in­ 
quest, pointed therein to where Galli had 
swore that another man named Augustin- 
elli also stood nesr and witnessed the kill­ 
ing of Scatina. 
M r. Johnson asked the witness how he 
conld reconcile these two statem ent, and 
he declared that he had never m ide such 
a statement at the Coroner's inquest. He 
clung to his subsequent statement that 
Augustinelli was not a witness to the kill­ 
ing. 
The case will be resumed to-day. 


ROCK FOR THE LEVEE. 


T lie T rustee» A gree th a t th e F ro n t S treet 
Levee Munt be Fixed. 
There was an informal discussion yester­ 
day afternoon by the City Trustees of the 
m atter of repairing and strengthening that 
portion ot the levee in the vicinity of 
W street where it was underm ined last 
winter. 
Mr. McLanghlin said that J. C. rierson, 
the engineer who bad examined the levee, 
had given him an estimate of the quantity 
of rock that would be required to fill the 
gap where the quicksand had undermined 
the embankment. 
Mr. Pierson’s plan was 
to carry the rock ont for a distance of 
sixty feet from the bank, at its base, in 
order to insure perfect safety from future 
freshets. The railroad company wonid de­ 
liver the rock on cars at the levee at $1 per 
ton. At this rate he cost would be $12 000. 
Mr. McLanghlin stated that engineer 
Pierson had also made an estimate of the 
cost of rip-rapping the levee from Q to W 
streets, and that this would entail an addi­ 
tional expense of 19,000, or $21,000 alto­ 
gether. 
Then the Trustees each looked at the 
other inquiringly for a moment, as if to 
ask, "W here's the money coming from ? ’ 
Mr, M cLaughlin remarked, "W e haven't 
the money in the levee fund for this work, 
bnt it m ust be done, no m atter where the 
m oney comes from.” 
“ Yes,” added Mr. Wolf, “and we've put 
it off long enough now.” 
Mayor Comstock said he realized the 
fact that at least a portion of the proposed 
work must be done at once, before the 
river rises. 
The members of the Board then went fo 
-gallon Superintendent W right of the rail­ 
road company in order to further discuss 
the matter of securing the granite neces­ 
sary for the work.

That she isacleveranJ entertaining actress, 
but without brilliancy, will not be ques­ 
tioned. 
W ithout discussing her dram atic 
qualities, however, at this time, it is to be 
noted thnt she pleased her audience last 
night and held it in content with the enter­ 
tainm ent through five sets. In comedy 
it may be expected that she will create 
some greater degree of inlerest. 
By an 
audience of regular theater g;ers she would 
be compared with models she cannot equal, 
bat that she pleases the unaccustomed 
theater-goers was manifest last night. Her 
support was indifferent, except in the cases 
of Mr. McCann, Mr. Jackson and Miss 
Kendall, who are good stock—the latter 
notably divided honors with Miss Good­ 
rich.

clearly 
understood. The figure mentioned repre­ 
sented the difference between the contract 
price agreed upon and the old rate, which 
latter tbe city paid for the period between 
the expiration of the gas company’s con­ 
tract and the tim e the new company got its 
system into operation. 
Mayor Comstock said he had consulted 
the City Attorney about the mat er, and 
that official bad assured him the city could 
not enforce the claim. The Trustees had 
cfficialiy granted extension of time on the 
Electric Company's contract, aud he knew 
of no obligation on the letter's part that 
would be legally binding.

Mr. McLaughlin said he would vote 
against paying the next claim of the com­ 
pany unless it deducted tbe am ouut stated.

A BROAD LECTURE. 


Rev. Jo sep h Cook L ectu res on a N um ber 
of C om prehensive Topics. 
The first lecture of the Sacramento Lec­ 
ture Association’s third winter course was 
delivered last night, at the Congregational 
Church, by Rev. Joseph Cook of Boston. 
There were about 700 persons present. 
It 
was a fine and a representative audience, 
creditable in a high degree to the public 
taste for good lectnre courses. Mr. Cook s 
subject was "Leaders and Misleaders.” He 
is a forcible speaker, distinguished by 
lucidity, orderly arrangem ent of his argu­ 
ment, vigor of expression and incisiveness. 
He held the audience for two full hours, 
not more than a dozen retiring before the 
close. 
To present a fair synopsis of so extended 
and scathing a lecture and upon a subject 
that swept into its embrace nearly every 
topic that engages public atten ion or has 
had it, ir, the last quarter of a centnry, is 
simply impossible at the late hour when 
this is penned, and if a full report it would 
take a page of the R ecoup U nion 
It must 
suffice to indicate the drift of the discourse, 
which was an exceedingly bold one, and 
trod on rneny toes. 
The disappointing thing about the lecture 
was that while Mr. Cook started out with 
a statistical statement of the nnruber of 
the colored race in the Southern States, 
and what their numbers would probably 
bear on the centennial of emancipation, 
some 50,000,000 or more, and indicated that 
he deemed the negro question and the 
policy of the Government upon it, most 
vital and of deepest concern to civilization, 
he did not, as on other topics, state clearly 
his views as to remedies and the outcome. 
On all else he was em phatic—radically so 
—on tbat he was a trifle hazy. He content­ 
ed hintself with referring to the natural 
adaptability of the colored man for labor 
in tropical climes, and the unfitness of the 
white to meet him in such regions in the 
field of labor equally. The whole tropical 
region of the two continents he seemed to 
indicate would become the field in which 
the negro will work out his destiny. 
In 
the meantime, onr duty is to conserve bis 
education and guarantee to him enjoyment 
of his na’ural and political rights 
Those 
are misleaders who preach antagonism that 
will keep the negro a dependent. 
The questions of rapid transit and ease of 
communication were considered as poten­ 
tial factors in the scheme of civilization 
that are making all men kin, and the sky 
tbe roof of a common dwelling. True men 
must live for tbeir own and all nations. 
The leader is he who sees the divine pur­ 
pose and acts in tbat direction; the mis- 
ier.der, he who fives for the present hour 
only, and is out of harm ony with the pur­ 
pose of God. The leader acts in fine with 
the gulf current of Providence, which by 
its drift 13 lifting up the masses with per­ 
fect freedom. 
It is not Nature alone that 
moves thi9 current; Nature is the glove 
without the hand, and God is the hand be­ 
hind the great current. 
There are three tests of the trne purpose 
of Providence—sell-evident tru th —as. that 
the shortest distance between two points is 
a straight line ; experience in the long run 
as, the uniform eventsdnriug long periods, 
the land marks with which we meet, indi­ 
cating uniformity and pointing out the set 
of the great current of purpose ; harm ony 
with the spirit ot inspiration—ability tosee 
God in the purpose. 
W ith these tests lead- 
ersbip is to be determined. 
He is the true 
leader who accepts self-evident truth, the 
teachings of experience in the long rnn, 
and is in harm ony with the spirit of Di­ 
vine power.

leaders cannot but 
choose the right path and know the great 
gulf current of the purpose of God. 
He then passed to application of his tests

F o rtu n es Can B e M ade by Sending Goods 
to th e Congo State. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , November 17th.—Henry 
M. Stanley sat in tbe parlor at the Stratford 
and talked to an interviewer. “So you 
want to know w hat chance there is for 
American enterprise in Africa? Well, at 
present trade could only be carried forward 
on a small scale by private enterprise. 
Of 
course, there are immeasurable possibilities 
for development in Africa, bnt it needs co­ 
lossal sum's, yet a great deal of trade may 
be picked up by vessels taking to the coast 
cargoes of Yankee notions. 
Before the war 
Yankee skippers used to visit the African 
shores in Yankee schooners and they made 
fortunes. They could do so now better 
than ever before, but for some unaccount­ 
able reason they do not. Suppose a Yankee 
schooner goes over there lHden with canned 
goods, chairs, tables, American notions, a 
few hams, pork, wheat, flour, cornmeal, all 
kinds of fabrics, from velvet to the com­ 
monest cottoD; well, you get a cargo of 
those things to Congo and they will sell 
like lightning for 100 per cent, profit. In 
exchange you can get either money or 
palm oil, and on bringing the latter back 
to civilized countries you can realize im ­ 
mense profits. I am convinced fortunes 
can be made in this way to-day just as well 
as before the war by American cargoes.”
